Mayor Alan R. Lambert delighted a 
standing-room-only crowd of supporters at- 
tending his October 25 Halloween Party at 
Romulus Progressive Hall by announcing 
that he will seek reelection in 2009. 


“We, as Americans, need to put our 
country back together,” he stated. "The 
Federal Government is trillions of dollars 
in debt; the State of Michigan is in worse 
shape than any other state in the country, 
and Wayne County is planning to lay off 
hundreds of employees.”

“Yes” Vote on School Millage Won't Raise Taxes

These days, just about everyone I know 
is trimming their budget in order to survive. 
Many luxuries, large and small, have already 
been eliminated, and still we look for other 
ways to control our spending. 

It's no wonder, then, that some Rom- 
ulus Community Schools homeowners are 
suspicious of two funding proposals on the 
November 4 ballot. They've heard rumors 
that their taxes will go up if they support 
them. 

Buta closer look at the proposals, along 
with a promise from the Romulus Board of 
Education, shows otherwise. : 

Let's look at the second one first. The 
“Operating Millage Proposal” would restore 
the nonhomestead operating millage to 18 
mills. This tax is not payed by homeowners 


or those with qualified agricultural property. 


~ 


Approving this proposal will not raise 
homestead property taxes, and defeating 
it wont lower them. 

The other proposal, which would cre- 
ate a district “sinking fund,” does call for a 
0.75-mill increase — but, if it is approved, 
the Romulus Board of Education will lower 
the current debt-retirement tax by the same 
amount, making the proposal effectively 
tax neutral. It’s important to note that sink- 
ing-fund monies may be used only for the 
construction or repair of physical facilities, 
and not for staff salaries or benefits, school 
buses, textbooks, etc. 

We hope you'll join us in voting “yes” 
on Local School District proposals 1 and 2. 
Doing so willhelp the Romulus Communi- 
ty Schools continue to offer the educational 
Opportunities our children deserve, and 
wont hurt your wallet in the process. O

Although she was only 15 at the time, 


Jacqueline Galloway-Blake has vivid memo- 


ries of her first trip to Washington, D.C., 
where she heard Dr. Martin Luther King, 
Jr., deliver his famous “I Have a Dream” 
speech on August 28, 1963. 

“My mother put me on a chartered bus 
with other members of our community, al- 
though I didn’t know any of them,” said 
Galloway-Blake, who lived in New York 
City at the time. “She recognized that the 
March on Washington would be a momen- 
tous event, and she felt it was important 
for me to experience it firsthand.” 

Standing in the hot-sun, surrounded 
by more than 200,000 people, Galloway- 
Blake listened to the hopeful, inspirational 
messages of speaker after speaker, and was 
moved by performances such as Mahalia 
Jackson's “I’ve Been “Buked, and I’ve Been 


Scorned.” Young as she was, she under- 


stood the significance of the words she 


heard that day. 
“My people grew up in the segregated 


South, where I spent the summers of my 


_ girlhood:in the ’50s,” she explained. “I saw 
- what ‘it- was like to live under Jim Crow. 


Dr. King’s speech, with its vision of equality 
and freedom, had great meaning for me.” 

Fast-forward 45 years to the Demo- 
cratic National Convention in Denver, 


when Senator Barack Obama accepted his 


party’s nomination for president. on the 
anniversary of Dr. King’s speech. Among 
those in attendance was Galloway-Blake, 
who said the event brought her “full circle” 
from the March on Washington. 

“Tt was exhilarating!” she recalled. “In 
many ways, Senator Obama reminded me 
of Dr. King. His message was one of unity, 
of bringing people together to build bridges, 
not walls. He called on us to live out the 


creed of our founding fathers, the creed 


upon which our nation was built: “We, the 


eople’. Together, we can make our coun-

try, and the world, a better place for all.” 


Galloway-Blake was thrilled to share ~ 


such an inspirational event with all the like- 
minded people who attended the conven- 
tion, but was especially excited to meet Dr.

ratic National Convention 


“The Dream and the 
Dreamer” — perfectly depicted her 
belief that she had come “full circle.” 


King’s daughter, Bernice Albertine King, 
and U.S. Congressman John Lewis. 

“Literally the first person I saw when I 
entered the hotel in Denver was Congress- 
man Lewis, who is the only surviving speaker 
from the March on Washington,” she said. 
“T went up to him and shook his hand, and 
told him I had seen him in 1963, when he 
addressed the crowd as then-chairman of 
the Student Non-Violent Coordinating 
Committee.” 

For the past 25 years, Galloway-Blake 
— now a longtime Romulus resident — has 
done her own small part to make Dr. King’s 
dream a reality. As the owner of Brown 
Sugar & Spice Educational Services, she has 
taught Metro-area children about black his- 
tory and multiculturalism through books 
and storytelling. Her “Tales from the Under- 
ground Railroad” is a program familiar to 
many, especially in her hometown, where 
buildings such as the Romulus Wesleyan 


Church and the Samuel R. Kingsley house 


served as safe “stations” along the Under- 
ground Railroad network. 

Galloway-Blake believes her work has 
given her a unique perspective on society's 
changing values. 

_ “Through my involvement with edu- 
ccators and church leaders, I have seen a 
growing awareness and acceptance of 
multiculturalism,” she said. “For instance, 
when I present a school assembly in largely 
Caucasian Oakland County, the children 
will sometimes come up to me after my pro- 
gram, and tell me about their friends from 
other cultural backgrounds. They're so 
sweet and innocent, so open and willing to 
embrace the world, that it gives me hope 
for the future.” 

Now, Galloway-Blake is anxious for the 
arrival of election day, when she hopes to 
see the man who has inspired her become 
the next President of the United States. 

“Tt would be a really big step for Amer- 
ica — a sign that we are ready to embrace 
the idea of coming together, irrespective of 
race. 

“It’s a dream I share with Dr. King and 
Senator Obama, and | hope it will be a 
dream come true.”

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Golf Shelter Named in Doom’s Honor 


Richard Doom 





Richard Doom, an active volunteer 
who organized Taylor's senior golf league 
for more than two decades, passed away in 
June, but the dedication of a shelter in his 
honor will keep his memory fresh for years 
to come. 

It was Doom who first suggested the 
construction of the shelter for the comfort 


of golfers at Taylor Meadows Golf Course.

unveiling of the Richard Doom Memorial 
Shelter plaque. Rae 
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a difference in our community,” Priebe said. 
“They have given and given to the seniors 
and to the Senior Center. It is fitting that 
we remember Richard with something he 
helped create for his fellow golfers.” 

Doom took up the game of golf in the 
1960s while employed at the General 
Motors Fisher Body plant in Detroit. After 
winning a trophy his first season, he stayed 
with the sport to win many more through- 
out his life. 

In the year following his 1982 retire- 
ment, Doom formed a golf league based 
out of the William D. Ford Senior Activity 
Center. Once the league moved to Taylor 
Meadows, which is right next door to the 
Senior Center, it soon became obvious to 
Doom that the golfers needed a comfort 
station and rain shelter, and he put in a 
request to the City administration. The Tax 
Increment Finance Authority purchased an 
abandoned house at the end of Beverly 
Street, near the northeast corner of the golf 
course, and used it to train Taylor fire- 
fighters. It was soon demolished, and a shel- 
ter was built in its place to give golfers a 
comfort stop and safe haven in inclement 
weather. The shelter also provides additional 
storage space for golf course needs, and 
beautifies an area that had been unsightly. 


-The’shelter has been used by golfers since 


it first opened in time for the 2004 season.
